Berlin, August t4.— The peace treaty 
between the Tnlted States and Otr- 
many will be signed today. 

Thf Cablnbt gave tlic document final 
consideration si a special session early 
Tuesday evening, which was attended 
by President FYlederlch Ebert. 

The document will be Higned by El- 
lis Lorlng bresel. United States Com- 
missioner, and Dr. BVederioh Rosen, 
the German For* ign Minister, who has 
been ampowered: by Herr Bbert, ac- 
oordinf to the Oerman CuistitnUon, to 
affix hla signature in behalf of the Oar- 
man Republic. Mr. Dresel has re- 
ceived full credentials from the Wash- 
Inngton Government for signing. 

Beyond the statoment that the treaty 
formally provides for restoration of 
friendly and an immediate resump- 
tion of diplomatic and consiilur inter, 
course between the United States -and 
Germany, no Information was obtain- 
able regarding contents of the Instru- 
ment 

It was Utlmated, • howorer, that 
there. are no provlaions included in it 
for the precise treatmeAt of financial, 
commercial and economic Issues, 

which still are in abeyance. It is said 
that these will be made the subject of 
future negotiations. 

Signing of the treaty will follow 
rejection by the I'nited States Senate 
of the Treaty of Versailles and passage 
of the Knox-Porter peaoo r^lntion 
by Congress. 

The resolution was drawn In the 
Senate by Senator Philander C. Knox, 
Pennnsylvania, and In the Bona* by 
Stephen C. Porter, Pennsylvania. ,

Tliursday ilio officer learned that 
(here was to be a dance at a house in 
the edge of Kownii county and sus- 
pecting that Morrlaon would be there 
quietly secui^ed an auto and with a 
driver went to Muses .Mills. From 
there he went to tb« house In Rowan 
In a buggy by himself and waited un- 
til the danoo was over, which was 
after 11 o'clock when several drunks 
were In evidence, Morrison among 
them.

Banks, bond houses, Investment se- 
curity brokers and wealthy businees 
men frnm coa ;t to coast were declared 
to have been the victims or dupes Of 
ono of iho most gigantic sv^lndlw avar 
uneartlied by Federal agents. 

.Six million dollars' worth of stolan 
bunds, nearly 18,000,000 In worthlau 
notes and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars' worth lof trust deeds and 
forgud certificates of deposit hava 
been traced by department of Justkw 
agents, It was declared. 

The revelations resulted from a con- 
fession accredited lu Alva W. Harsh- 
man, who wan declared to have been 
a private secretary to French and who 
surrendered today He was alleged to 
have told of a deal negotiated by 
French for li e purchase of a bank In 
the .Middle Wt st that Involved the ex- 
change of 1800,000.

In Earlier Days 

In former times, when the town butcher or 
fanner himself dressed and cured the meat for 
the community, he could not always tell how 
it would turn out. ' 

His methods were crude; partly traditional, 
partly guesswork.
